DRACHMA A POOR INVESTMENT 
COMPARED TO SHINING SHOES 


Greek Who Dabbled in Exchange to 
the Extent of $25,000 Would Lose 
Heavily if He Sold Now. 


The German mark, the Austrian 
krone and the Russian ruble have 
disappointed numerous speculators in 
international exchange, and _ the 
Greek drachma is ‘not at present en- 
riching those who have invested in 
it. One of these is William Gram- 
manos of Belleville. proprietor of a 
shoe shining establishment, who put 
his savings, $25,000, behfid his faith 
in the drachma’s return to normalcy. 

Grammanos bought drachmas aft- 
er the war, when the value was de- 
pressed to about one-fourth the nor- 
mal rate. Before the war, a drach- 
ma was equivalent to a French franc 
or an Italian lira, and had an ex- 
change value of-.19.2 cents. Now 
the drachma, having continued to 
fall since Grammanos made his in- 
vestment, is quoted at 1.3 cents, or 
less than one-fourteenth the normal 
value, and Grammanos, if he were 
to sell now. would lose more than 
money. 
Grammanos’ decision to try his luck 
\in exchange was formed after he had 
lost $7000 in a real estate invest- 
ment.

CHARITY AND CHRISTMAS. 

For 23 yeare the St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch has conducted an annual 
“Christmas Festival for the Poor,” 
by means of a fund contributed by 
many of its benevolently disposed 
readers. Each year a throng of 
poor people and childfen are made 
happy by this annual event. 

The Post-Dispatch hardly needs 
the good “advertising” that it gets 
through this annual function Dut 
the poor need the bounteous good 
cheer that is thus dispensed. The 
Modern View is glad to add its bit 
to the good work., Although by 
many, Christmas 4s regarded as a 
Christian festival, Jewish people 
actually participate, not only in 
subscriptions, but in the adminis- 
trations of the Post-Dispatch’s 
fund. 

This year we notice on the board 
of managers, Mr. Maurice Weil, 
Mr. S. J. Russatk and Mrs. Robert 
Hykins, of the Jewish Charittes.

In truth, Christmas is older than 
Christianity. Its origin has been 
traced to the heathen fire and na- 
ture worship. 

Origins are interesting—but ap- 
plications and evolutions of human 
ideas and institutions are far more 
important. 

With dte apologies‘to our pro- 
hibition friends, we do not mind 
if we get old wine in new bottles. 
or new wine in old bottles, just so 
the wine is good. 

The wine of honest human fel- 
lowship and of fraternal brother- 
hood is precious We must treag- 
wre it. We must foster it. 

Any manifestation ot the noble 
spirit receives and well deserves 
the heartiest Jewish support and 
earnest sympathy. 

In this idea may the Post-Dis- 
patch continue long its splendid 
labors, with Jewish contributions 
and co-operation! 


Let us all hope that, some day.,- 


not so far away, the Christ 
spirit and«the practice of the - 
ciples of “peace on earth, good will 
to all men” will take on a perma- 
nent form and endure, not for a 
day or week, but for al? time to 
come. May it realize the good age 
when, as the Jewish prophet. 
Amos, sald: “When justice shall 
run down as waters, and righteous- 
ness as a mighty.stream.” May 
there be no hungry poor to feed. 

If 
there must be let us all. Christian, 
Jewish and agnostic, join in the al- 
leviation and amelioration of the 
sorrows of the world.
